Immediately,  the  Prefect 
ieam  of  2012-2013  came  to  mind.  This  year  the  school  moved 
m  a  new  direction  without  a  Student  Council.  This  system  saw

Although  good,  even  Dairy  Queen  is  not  good 
enough  to  match  that  kind  of  commitment.Now,  as  I  savour

SMART  team  is  one  of  the  most  intellectuall  high  school, 
partly  because  I  wasn't  aware  that  this  sort  of  club  existed. 
Gouig  in  was  intimidating  because  of  lengthy  scientific 
articles  whose  every  third  word  was  a  mystery  to  me,  but 
being  part  of  this  team  has  been  special  in  quite  a  few  ways. 
First,  just  being  able  to  work  with  scientists  on  their  current 
research  is  exciting,  because  you  get  to  see  how  what  you 
learn  in  class  is  being  applied  in  the  actual  world  and  how 
we've  progressed.  It's  a  very  hands  on  sort  of  approach  to 
internalizing  what  you  can  usually  only  see  in  a  textbook, 
and  also  getting  a  feel  for  the  adult  science  world  of  research. 
Also,  even  though  using  Jmol  to  model  our  enzyme,  human 
sialyltransferase,  seemed  pretty  advanced  to  a  high  school 
student,  there's  always  the  reminder  that  still  this  technology 
is  not  perfect  and  we're  constantly  trying  to  find  a  way  to 
better  represent  the  molecule  we're  studying.

How 
nature  manages  to  do  that  is  beyond  me.  Going  to  the 
conference  in  Boston  was  definitely  worthwhile,  getting  to 
share  what  we'd  been  studying,  meeting  others  who  had  a 
similar  interest  in  biology  at  the  molecular  level,  and  being 
the  only  Canadian  SMART  team!  It  was  a  nice  way  to 
celebrate  a  year  of  work  as  a  team,  spent  on  figuring  out 
what  those  scientific  articles  were  so  excited  to  communicate 
to  us,  and  what  we  now  were  excited  to  communicate  to 
others.

Between  a  packed  house  at  meetings  every  Monday  and  three  successful  trips  to 
conferences,  2012-2013  can  be  described  as  a  banner  year  for  the  Ashbury  Model  United 
Nations  Club.  Under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Stojanovic  and  Ms.  Wright,  the  club's  30  plus 
members  were  able  to  showcase  their  wide  variety  of  skills  both  inside  and  outside  the 
school.  Eight  Ashburians  participated  in  the  Secondary  Students'  United  Nations 
Symposium,  over  the  November  long  weekend  in  Montreal.  Ashbury's  eight  delegates 
represented  Denmark  on  the  Women's  Committee,  the  Special  Political  and 
Decolonization  Committee  and  the  World  Health  Organization,  while  four  others  were 
on  the  Arab  League,  International  Olympic  Committee,  So\'iet  War  in  Afghanistan  and 
the  Berlin  Conference  of  1884:  Scramble  for  Africa.  Alex  Cohen  was  awarded  the  Lester 
B.  Pearson  Award  for  Peacemaking  for  his  contributions  to  the  Berlin  Conference.  In 
the  winter  term,  the  club  partook  in  a  re-enachnent  of  the  real  UN's  debate  on  the  2012 
resolution  to  admit  Palestine  as  a  non-member  observer  state.  March  saw  11  delegates 
represent  Moldova  at  the  National  High  School  Model  UN  in  New  York  City,  urcluding 
a  memorable  closing  ceremonies  in  the  General  Assembly  of  the  UN  Headquarters. 
Other  activities  in  New  York  included  a  Broadway  show,  the  Empire  State  Building  and 
a  Brooklyn  Nets  game.  In  the  spring  term,  club  members  began  preparing  for  a  re- 
enactment  of  the  UN's  reaction  1979  Iranian  Hostage  Crisis,  inspired  by  the  movie  Argo.
